IRISH APPLES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—You must allow me to congratulate 
you on your editorial of Saturday on the 
above subject, which you have treated with 
refreshing knowledge. 

My job is to grow apples, and when 1 have 
grown them to sell them. Two quite different 
things as you point out. I picked about one 
hundred tons of marketable apples this last 
season, but I would not have picked one- 
quarter of that quantity of equal grade if 1 
had not never-endingly tended the trees for 
all sorts of pests, and pruned, and manured, 
and sprayed three and four and five times. 
The expense of all this is heavy, but it just 
must be done, as poor, scabby, blemished 
apples are unsaleable, and rightly so. 

n 1938 I only had a few cwt. of apples, 
owing to spring frosts, and my expensés in- 


creased pretty much the same, so apple- 
growing is not all jam. 
By 


slow degrees, and daily, I am learnin 
to market my fruit. I sell entirely — 
one salesman in the Dublin markets, and I 
get top prices there. I find that these prices 
compare more than favourably with those 
obtained from shops in provincial towns or 
private sale. 

Of course, I grade my apples carefully, and 
I pack them carefully, and I am more than 
careful not to ‘‘overtall’’ them. Slow, 
tedious work, but, thanks to it, 1 have 
acquired to some extent a name that helps

ORIGIN AND GROWTH 
OF CORK CITY. 


— 
ONCE IRELAND'S LARGEST 
TRADING CENTRE 


Professor William O'Sullivan, M. A., 
D.Econ.Sc., at the first meeting held in 
Dublin of the Cork Historical and Archeo- 
logical Society, in the Royal Irish Academy 
House, spoke on The Origin and Growth of 
Cork City.“ He gave a comprehensive survey 
of the city’s development, starting with a 
diagram of Ptolemy’s map of the city in the 
second centary A.D., showing how Cork 
Harbour was known at that time to European 
merchants, Statistics showed that the town 
of Ivernis might have been Cork. 

The next authentic settlement was the 
coming of St. Finbar at the beginning of the 
7th century, and the speaker gave a descrip- 
tion of the Community established there by 
the saint. He said that Cork was probably 
the largest of the Munster schools. The 
Normans established a corporate Community, 
there which lasted about 500 years. 

That stage ended with the battle of 
Kinsale; for the Crown did not need to keep 
Irish towns in the same positions occupied by 
them previously, as the whole country was 
now the rule of the English. 

After the Cromwellian régime the Cork 
City Government fell into the hands of Crom- 
settlers, and its history for the next 
150 years was a sordid story of misgovern- 
ment and corruption. Yet, it was during 
this period that the city grew at an un- 
precedented rate. 

Cork acquired practically the monopoly of 
the Irish provision trade, and its trade was 

robably greater than that of all the other 

ish towns combined, including Dublin. 

The Cork butter market arose during this 

riod, and it was purely a voluntary organ- 
isation. in its early stages; it turned out one 
and a half million pounds of butter annually. 

The market was held in such great repute 
that all the farmers in Munster came with 
butter, which was distributed all over the 
world, :

The White House 


It is said that President Roosevelt snaps 
at the American reporters when they ask 
if he proposes to stand for a third term 
of office. If so, our little knowledge of 
human nature suggests that the President 
at least is toying with the idea. A third 
term of office, of course, would be without 
precedent in American politics; but the 
situation also is without precedent. Since 
the period of reconstruction“ that 
followed the Civil War of 1861-65 the 
United States have experienced no such 
sweeping changes as have been experienced 
during the eight years of President 
Roosevelt's dominion in the White House. 
It would be useless to enumerate those 
changes, which have been not only radical. 


but in large measure, as we. think, 
permanent. For the first time that 
quality of individualism, which had 


been, for good and bad alike, the hallmark 
of the American economic system, has 
been attacked. The “ big business ' man 
has been taught that he owes a duty not 
only to himself and his interests, but to 
his workers and to the State. For the 
first time, too, the principle of State 
responsibility for the out-of-work and 
otherwise depressed classes’ has been 
recognised in America, as it long has been 
recognised in this backward Europe of 
ours. Neither of these tremendous reforms 
could have been effected without President 
Roosevelt. They have been made possible 
by his remarkable personality, which * 
ássured him the loyalty of millions o 
American citizens. When he stood wa 
office a second time, nearly four years ago, 
her vr pl . prophet he 
would not regain it; he had gone too 
far, they said; he had alienated “ big 
business ; he had outraged the American 
character. The plain people clearly did 
not agree with this judgment. So little 
dislike had they for the President's 
un-Americanism that they voted him 
into the White House with a greater 
majority than before—a majority such as 
no other American President has enjoyed 
in history. They granted him that 
victory, moreover, after he had failed for 
the Supreme Court had just ruled that his 
“new deal legislation was ultra vires— 
and, in all the circumstances, it was a 
wonderful tribute to their faith in him. 
There is little doubt that, if President 
Roosevelt should stand again, he would 
be returned again to power; for his 
people's faith in him remains unimpaired. 
His candidature, however, would have to 
face greater difficulties. His Democratic 
Party, which has been in a condition of 
flux for a long time past, is divided, 
and, though he has gained Republican 
adherents, his political machine is not 
what it was. 

Thore is a chance that President 
Roosevelt will decline nomination, and 
will propose, instead, the most steadfast 
of his lieutenants—Mr. Cordell Hull, the 
Secretary of State. Many people believe 
that Mr. Cordell Hull is President 
Roosevelt’s “ brains ” in regard to foreign 
affairs. It is certain that the two men 
think along the same lines, and that, to a 
very large extent, Mr. Hull’s Presidency 
would be a continuation of Mr. Roosevelt's. 
The problem at the moment—apart from 
the candidates—is to tell on what issues 
the coming campaign will be fought. Will 
it be confined to internal affairs, and 
will the question of ‘‘ isolationism versus 
non-isolation be predominant? The 
United States has accepted the principle 
and the fact of neutrality ; but within the 
framework of neutrality. it cannot fail to 
be affected by the course of affairs in 
Europe—not to mention the Far East.

when the Chief Whip of the Opposition 


begged the Prime Minister to accept a 
motion for the adjournment of the House. 
The official reporters, he said, were 
exhausted. There were no supplies in the 
pantries—he made no specific reference to 
the bar. The chef, who had been on duty 
continuously for thirty-six hours; had 
reached the limit. of his endurance; and 
there still were no fewer than twenty-two 
members of the Opposition who desired to 
make speeches. The Prime Minister was 
adamant. He refused to accept a motion 
for the adjournment, pointing out that 
those members of the Opposition who were 
so anxious to speak already had had ample 
opportunity during the first: reading 
debate. Eventually, after a record sitting 
of twenty-eight hours and forty-seven 
minutes, the second reading of the 
Emergency Powers Bill was passed by 
seventy-nine votes to fifty-nine. The Prime 
Minister, taking pity on the House, did 
not reply to the debate, and the closure 
was applied by agreement between the 
Whips. At first sight it might appear 
that Leinster House provided the mise eh 
scéne for this performance—the reference to 
the exhausted reporters has a homely ring 
about it. Actually it took place some six 
thousand miles away, in Cape Town. In 
many ways there is a remarkably close 
analogy between South African and Irish 
conditions. After approximately twenty 
years we have our de Valera and Cosgrave, 
formerly comrades in arms, who now are 
political opponents; after nearly forty 
years the South Afficans have their 
Hertzog and Smuts. There is one essential, 
and somewhat paradoxical difference 
between the South African and the Irish 
situation. In South Africa, until last 
September, tho two major sections 
of the community were at one in 
their support of Dominion status for the 
Union. General Hertzog had been a 
separatist, but after the last Imperial 
Conference and the enactment of the 
Statute of Westminster he made a complete 
volte face, and declared that Republicanism 
in South Africa was a thing of the past. 
He and General Smuts joined political 
forces until the war broke out, when 
General Smuts and his supporters voted 
against South African neutrality, and 
defeated the Hertzog group, which there- 
upon broke away to make common cause 
with Dr. Malan and his handful of dyed- 
in-the-wool separatists. Here in Ireland 
there never had been agreement between 
Messrs. de Valera and Cosgrave in regard 
to Eire's position in the British Common- 
wealth ; but they had had only twenty, as 
against the South Africans’ forty, years in 
which to come together on this important 
point. On the other hand, there was com- 
plete—or virtually complete—unanimity 
in Dail Eireann on the subject of Ireland’s 
attitude towards the present war; Fianna 
Fail and Fine Gael alike were in favour 
of neutrality. In South Africa neutrality 
is the only issue on which the two big 
parties are at variance; in Ireland it is 
the only issue on which they are in entire 
agreement. For some years past the South 
Africans had a national Government, 
which split into its original elements 
because General Hertzog could not agree 
with General Smuts in regard to the 
Union’s participation in the war. Is there 
not here an argument in favour of a 
national Government in Ireland? For 
more than two years this newspaper has 
been advocating a coalition between the 
two major parties in Eire, on the ground 
that there really is no difference of 
principle between them. Now that they 
are in complete agreement regarding 
neutrality, whatever minor differences 
there may have been between them have 
become utterly trivial. ' 7

St. Valentine’s Day 


Despite all the plausible explanations 
that have been: put forward, we remain. 
uncertain as to why a Christian martyr of 
the third century should be regarded as 
the patron saint of the love-lorn.

“I was horrified to find we had only one 
keg a quarter full of water and only a few 
biscuits in the lifeboat. There was hardly 
room to move, and we had to bail all the 
time. 

One member of the crew, Fireman B. 
Jones, slept soundly while shell after 
shell crashed into the vessel, until he was 
vigorously shaken by a comrade and 
bustled into the lifeboat at the last 
minute. 

While in the lifeboat the survivors 
sighted at least four trawlers, but efforts 
to attract attention only caused the other 
vessels to make off hastily, thinking, no 
doubt, of the possibility of a decoy. 


IRISHMAN’S DEATH 


Second Engineer W. J. T. Prickett, of 
the sunken trawler Togimo, related how 
John Price, the 18 years old Irish boy, was 
killed by a shell. 

“Young Price,” he said, was making 
up the iron stairway from the engine-room 
to get to the lifeboat, and I was a few feet 
behind, when suddenly a shell burst and 
mangled him. I jumped back and escaped 
with slight shrapnel wounds. To my 
horror, saw Price was cut practically 
in two; he must have died immediately.” 

Several of the survivors were only lightly 
clad when they entered the lifeboat.

An application to fix the remuneration of 
the liquidator of Smith and Sheppard, Ltd., 
manufacturers of surgical appliances, 
Stephen's Green, Dublin, was referred to the 
Examiner, with a stay of two weeks to give 
the parties an opportunity to arrive at a 
settlement. 

Mr. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by Messrs. 
Cartan, O'Meara and Kieran), for th 
liquidator, William P. Pearson, read an affi- 
davit of Mr. Pearson, who said that, owing 
to the continued illness of Dr. Edmund Smith, 
Havelock House, Grosvenor road, Dublin, the 
governing director of Smith and Sheppard, it 
was resolved that the company should go into 
voluntary liquidation. Dr. Smith was govern- 
ing director for life, and the business of the 
company had depended almost entirely on his 
services and attention. The company's issued 
capital had been £4,200 in £1 shares, of 
which Dr. Smith and his wife held 3,600. 
The premises, goodwill, etc., had been sold 
for £2,500, of which £1,000 was paid in cash, 
the balance being secured by a charge on the 
company’s premises An arrangement was 
made with Dr. Smith by which he took the 
charge in respect of a debt owing to him by 
the company and capital repayable to him. 
As a sult of transactions that had taken 
place, and on the basis that the liquidator 
was allowed £400 in remuneration, he calcu- 
lated that Dr. Smith ought to refund to him 
£295 odd, which was essential in order to put 
him in a position to discharge unpaid 
creditors, provide for balance of his re- 
muneration, and make a distribution to the 
other shareholders. He had drawn £200 to 
date on account of his remuneration.

Cross-examined by Mr. FitzGibbon, she 
denied that, when she entered phe was met 
by an usherette, who accompanied her along 
the corridor to the top of the steps, shone 
a torch. on the floor, and said, when they 
came to the stairs: Mind the steps, 
madam. She also denied that she said to 
the usherette: “I cannot see after coming 
in out of the sun.” The usherette, she said, 
did not tell her to take her time. She was 
not linking the arm of Miss McBride. 

Miss Josephine McBride, examined by Mr. 
FitzGerald, said that no usherette walked in 
front of them with a torch or told them to 
mind the stairs. She had been im the Capitol 
Theatre before, and a few times she nearly 
fell on those steps on account of bad light. 

——ů 1 by Mr. Cullinan, she said 
that unless one knew that the steps were 
there one would not see them. 

Opening the case for the Capitol Theatre, 
Ltd., Mr. FitzGibbon said that if people 
walked into a theatre out of the bright sun- 
shine, it was their duty to take reasonable 
care not to proceed in a theatre, which must 
necessarily darkened, until their eyes 
became accustomed to the subdued light: 

Miss L. Kelly, an usherette in the Capitol 
Theatre, stated that she accompanied Mrs. 
O'Connor and her companion down the aisle. 
Mrs. O'Connor said: I cannot see after 
coming in out of the sun, and witness told 
her to take her time.

She then stood at the top of the steps, flashed 
her torch, and said: ‘‘ Be careful of the steps, 
madam.’’ Miss McBride, who had been walk- 
ing beside Mrs. O'Connor, took Mrs. 
Q’Connor’s arm and they continued down the 
stairs. Witness ated her warning that 
they shoukd be careful of the stairs. hen 
they came to the third step Mrs. O'Connor 
fell down the stairs. As far as witness re- 
membered, Mrs. O'Connor put her foot too 
far forward on the step and stumbled over. 

Witness denied that there was any amuse- 
ment or laughter on the part of the usherettes 
when the accident occurred. She tried to 
help Mrs. O'Connor up, and Mrs. O'Connor 
said that her arm hurt very much. Witness 
and a St. John Ambulance man helped her 
to her feet and out of the auditorium, and 
the manager was sent for.
